Tear gas isn’t sup­ 
posed to be that detrimental.”

ASKS FOR SANE 
ADOPTION LAW 


HARRISBURG Ut)—The bishop of 
the Harrisburg Roman Catholic 
Diocese today called for child wel­ 
fare legislation which would not 
“be worse than the disease.” 
"We of the Catholic Church, with 
our numerous child-caring institu­ 
tions throughout the state are par­ 
ticularly interested in sane legis­ 
lation on adoption,” said Bishop 
George L. Leech in a statement 
over the weekend. 
“But in framing our adoption 
laws there is a pitfall which Penn­ 
sylvania must avoid at all cost. 
The cure must not be worse than 
the disease.” 
Bishop Leech said he opposed 
any legislation that would 
“re­ 
nounce any of our freedom by 
enacting a dangerous and unnec­

He referred to a specific bill in 
the Legislature but did not identify 
it. One pending measure would re­ 
quire all adoption agencies to be 
certified by the State Welfare De­ 
partment.

When 
the 
calendar says that 
spring is here, experienced gar­ 
deners put on sweaters, and rub­ 
bers if necessary, and go out even 
on muddy soil to perform the first 
two tasks of the planting season- 
applying plant food, and sowing 
grass seed. 
Timing is of the essence, for these 
operations. Winter breaks up with 
messy mixture of freezing and thaw­ 
ing, snow and sunshine, and while 
these conditions make beginning 
gardeners stay indoors, the veterans 
know they are made to order for 
spreading plant food, and dropping 
lawn seed on the thin and bare 
spots. 
W’hen the ground thaws out after 
a freezing night, once the deep 
frost has been drawn out, the sur­ 
face of the soil will be seen to have 
a honey-comb 
appearance. 
Tiny 
holes will be left in thawing 30II, 
which shrinks as it thaws. Farmers 
sow* oats on soil like this and say 
the seed “muds in.” 
Grass seed 
finds its own cover, and plant food 
is carried by the draining water 
down to the roots of perennial 
plants. 
Grass seeds do not need cover so 
much as lodgement. Too deep a 
soil covering may delay its germina­ 
tion seriously, because it needs sun­ 
light for germination. 
But when 
sown on a smooth bare surface, it 
is easily washed off by a light show- 
er, so that spot continues bare, while 
a good stand of grass appears on

March as the soil can be made 
ready. Thereafter plantings should 
be made every two weeks to pro­ 
vide a continued supply of fresh 
young carrots for table use until 
late 
fall. 
Of 
course, 
the 
find 
planting in early August or late 
July should aim to produce an 
abundant crop to bury for all 
winter consumption. 
Carrot 
plants 
do 
not 
permit 
easy 
transplanting, 
hence 
seed 
hould be sown directly in the 
row’ where the crop is to grow. 
From 20 to 30 seeds per foot of 
row are advisable to obtain a 
uniform stand of plants, with thin­ 
ning later to allow two inches be­ 
tween plants to harvest at the de­ 
licious “ baby** carrot size or three 
inches where the roots are to be 
left to grow larger. 
The tiny seedlings are extreme- 
!v fragile. This means that sand 
or fine compost should be mixed 
with the thin covering of soil in 
order to prevent formation of a 
soil crust over the row. 
Carrots demand a mellow, fine 
loam 
entirely 
free 
from clods. 
Too, the soil should be safely al­ 


kaline. There is no substitute for 
natural fertility and good drain­ 
age. 
But 
well 
rotted 
manure 
turned under and worked through 
the soil is usually beneficial. Com­ 
mercial fertilizers m ay be profit­ 
ably employed, a m ixture low in 
nitrogen to avoid stimulation of ex­ 
cessive top growth at the expanse 
of roots. Many commercial gar­ 
deners limit fertilizers to super­ 
phosphate where m anure is avail­ 
able. 
Housewives 
should 
encourage 
children to eat tender carrots raw 
between meals, lf harvested when 
the roots m easure about an inch 
ii. diam eter at their widest part, 
known as ‘’baby’* carrots, they are 
delicious either raw or cooked. At 
itll stages of growth carrots may 
be wisely included in raw salads. 
Too. they may be added to roasts 
and In other roles where root veg­ 
etables are generally desirable. 
After hot weather arrives it may 
be advisable to irrigate carrots 
whenever rainfall is lacking. Few 
other vegetables respond so prof­ 
itably to artificial watering. This 
refers to a general soaking every 
few days rather than to superficial 
sprinklings. 
In preparing carrots, either for 
eating raw or cooked, housewives 
should remember that the skins 
are extremely rich in valuable nu­ 
trients and should never be dis­ 
carded. The practice of paring 
♦ scraping* carrots is a shameful 
waste of vitamins and minerals 
for which most human bodies are 
actually suffering. 
Rarely are carrots bothered by 
insects or diseases, although leaf 
blight 
occasionally 
appears, es­ 
pecially where the crop is grown 
on the same land year after year. 
Rotation to a clean soil is advis­ 
able atter an outbreak of blight 
the previous year.

spots before sowing, and cover the 
seed which you sow on thin places 
with a light top dressing of sand 
and sifted soil, to keep the seed in 
place. 
Lawn grasses grow’ best in cool 
weather; and the young plants from 
your new seed have plenty of grow­ 
ing to do before they are subject 
to the ordeal of hot, dry weather, 
and seed bearing. The longer they 
can grow* in cool, moist weather, the 
better they will survive the sum­ 
mer test. So the longer you w*ait, 
the less chance your new seed ha* 
to develop into vigorous, permanent 
grass plants. 
Plant food spread now should be 
chiefly inorgagic, the commercial 
plant foods as distinguished from 
manures. 
Organic 
materials 
are 
not made available to plants until 
temperature* of the soil rise above 
70 degrees, but the chemical foods 
are available right away. 
Always feed perennial borders at 
this season. There will be no dan­ 
ger of burning anything, and the 
food w’ill find its way down to the 
roots 
without 
disturbing 
them. 
When the soil dries out, you will 
have to dig into it to get the food 
down where it is needed, and this 
beginning

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Supreme Soviet Unanimously 
Confirms Georgi M. Malenkov 


MOSCOW up) — The more than 
1,000 members of the Supreme Soviet 
unanimously confirmed Georgi M. 
Malenkov as the Soviet Union’s 
prime minister yesterday and loudly 
cheered his inaugural assertion th at 
all “troublesome and unsolved” is­ 
sues with the United States and 
other countries can be solved peace­ 
fully. 
One foreign diplomat termed the 
speech to the nation’s parliam ent 
by Joseph Stalin’s successor “almost 
an offer to sit down with the United 
States and anyone else and try to 
ease the world’s tensions.” 
Stress Peace Policy 
“It could be one of the most im­ 
portant statem ents to be made in a 
very king while,” another diplomat 
commented. 
In Washington, officials of Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower’s 
adm inistration 
said they were studying Malenkov’s 
words carefully but commented that 
the sincerity of any peace over­ 
tures would be shown better by ac­ 
tion rather than words. 
As in his funeral oration over 
Stalin’s bier a week ago. Malenkov 
in his address to the Soviet 
dele­ 
gates in the Krem lin’s ancient Hall 
of st. Andrew again stressed a policy 
of peace. 
One Brief Session 
Not fence did Malenkov refer to 
“ warmongers” or to American “Im­ 
perialists." Both these terms, for­ 
merly so widely applied to activities 
of U. S. leaders, have been absent 
from pronouncements of Soviet lead­ 
ers 
and 
the Soviet 
press 
since 
S talin’s death. 
The two legislative houses — the 
Soviet of the Union and Soviet of 
Nationalities—met for only one hour 
and seven minutes, then adjourned 
and headed for home. During the 
session 
they 
also confirmed 
the 
other members of Malenkov’s regime 
named after Stalin's death and ap­ 
proved a sweeping government reor­ 
ganization streamlining the previous 
54 ministries down to only 34.

Stalin successes as turning back 
H itler’s invading arm ies, keeping 
control of Russia and grabbing the • 
satellites, he had some failures: 
Germ any and W estern Europe, 
in the first couple of chaotic years 
after the war, m ay have seemed 
within his grasp, but Communist 
influence in them at the time of 
his death was on the ebb. 
Further, by starting the Korean 
War he drove the U. S. and W est-1 
em Europe into alliance and re- j 
arm am ent. And the Chinese and

The British plane, a four-engined 
RAF bomber, was knocked out of 
the sky Thursday near Hamburg 
in North Germ any.

The 
other, injured, was under treat­ 
m ent in an E ast Germ an Hospital, 
the Soviet said. 
A U. S. Thunderjei was shot 
down last Tuesday by two MIGS 
while on a flight in Bavaria near 
the Czech border.

ALLIES POUND 
REO RAIL YARD, 
SUPPLY ROUTE 


SEOUL (Ah — Allied warplanes 
roared into the dawn today and 
plastered a rail yard deep in North­ 
west Korea into a smoking, burning 
shambles. 
Other

fighter-bombers 
swarmed down on the supply route 
between Wonsan and Yangdok on 
the east coast. Pilots reported 26 
I Red trucks destroyed and 75 dam­ 
aged. 
Screening Sabre jets tangled with 
Communist MIG 15s and shot down 
one. the U. S Fifth Air Force re­ 
ported. 
F84 Thunderjets hit the rail yards 
at Chongju and set off a series of 
secondary explosions. At least 17 
boxcars were destroyed. Chongju is 
on the west coast, about 60 miles 
from the Manchurian border. 
No .Major Engagements 
Along the ground front, probing 
beams 
from 
Allied 
searchlights 
flushed Red infantrymen on two 
fronts just before daybreak and at 
least 50 Communists were chopped 
up in a hail of explosives from U. N. 
artillery. 
No major engagements were re­ 
ported but sharp local fights flared 
across the front. 
Last 
night 
18 B29 Superforts 
smashed at two Red supply centers 
near Pyongyang, the Red Korean 
capital, in the biggest Superfort raid 
of the month. 
Night-flying B26 
Invader bombers prowled over Com­ 
munist supply lines and destroyed 
77 Red trucks. The Invaders also 
blasted a big supply and personnel 
center near Hungnam on the north­ 
east coast. 
The U S Eighth Army reported 
Allied tanks and artillery ripped 
into Red positions with telling effect 
last week. A weekly report showed 
845 Red bunkers destroyed or dam­ 
aged and 740 Communist gun posi­ 
tions smashed.

commendations. 
Chesterman declined, telling the 
legislators he felt “no useful pur­
